PROGRAM COMPONENT OF THE JOINTLY SPONSORED (REGENTS/NASA) LaSPACE
PROGRAM

On mation of Regent Brame, seconded by Regent Henry, the Board voted
unanimoudy to accept therecommendation of the Sponsor ed Programs Committee
to approve the LaSPACE consultants report and funding recommendationsin the
amount of $155,767 relative to the seven top-ranked LaSPACE Research
Enhancement Award (REA) projects recommendedfor funding, to bepaid from FY
2003-04 Support Fund dollars allocated to the LaSPACE Research Enhancement
Awards program, and unexpended fundsfrom previous competitionsas necessary.

A.  Recommended Reductionsin the FY 2002-03 BoRSF Plan and Budget

to approve budget reductions for the FY 2002-03 BoRSF Plan and Budget as
follows: (1) the Recruitment of Superior Graduate Students Program shall be
reducedfrom afirst-year level of $1M to $800,000for FY 2004-05; (2) theResear ch
Competitiveness Subprogram of the Research and Development Program
Component shall be reduced from a first-year level of $1.5M to $1.2M; (3) the
Traditional Enhancement Program component shall be reduced from $6,256,000 to
$5,004,800; (4) the Undergraduate Enhancement Program component shall be
reduced from $1.6M to $1.280M; and (5) the Set-Aside for Two-Year Ingtitutions
Enhancement Program component shall be reduced from $1M to $800,000.

He concluded his
comments by reporting that officials on behaf of SHEEO from Texas, New Mexico, Arkansss,
Oklahoma and Louisana are meeting with the US Department of Education to discussissues

facing the implementation of the No Child Left Behind legidation.
